Indians retreated to their 
entrench­ 
ments carrying w ith them over

On tho following day another brisk 
skirmish was brought about by an ad ­ 
vance detachm ent of government troops 
attem pting to reconnoiter the position 
of the Indians. 
Three Mexicans were 
killed iii th at fight. 
On Fob. 25 a force

posts of tho government troops and after 
driving iii the sentries a desperate a t­ 
tack was made on the entrenchm ents. 
Tho Indians were armed w ith Krag-Jor- 
gensens, which they had obtained from 
trailers and they poured a hot fire into 
tho Mexican camp. 
Several light pieces 
of artillery were brought into use by the 
Mexicans anil the rebels were driven 
back. 
Their losses are lielieved to have 
been heavy. 
Ten soldiers were wounded 
aud one killed. 
The Indians have estab­ 
lished their camp in an almost impene­ 
trable forest. 
The rebels have free com­ 
munication w ith the people of British 
Honduras, who are said to be in sym­ 
pathy w ith their cause.
